/ STATE OF RELIGION IN VERMONT. 
REPORT ; 
the Committee appointed to take naratives of 
the state of religion, by the General Convention 
of Congregational and Presbyterian Ministers 
in Vermont, at the late session at Peacham, Sep- 
tember 8, 1818. : 

In tracing the histery of the churches, during 
the last year, it is manifest, that God has not for- 
saken his Zion, though the showers of his grace 
have not been sv copious and extensive, as in the 
year previous. In the southern part of the state 
nospecial revivals of religion have been witnessed, 
yet, the fruits of former revivals, in some instan- 
ces, have been considerable. 

The churches in Windham Association have 
been enlarged by the accession of about 200 mem- 
bers; about 20 of these have united with the 
church in Londonderry, which is destitute of a 
stated pastor. In this Association the churches 
are generally harmonious and prospering. The 
members of the Cent Societies amount to 700, the 
funds of which are mostly appropriated to the 
support of foreign missions. 

In Pawlet Association, the moral state of Socie- 
ty is improving, and charitable Societies are mul- 
tiplying. A Bible Society has recently been 
formed in the county of Bennington, with hope- 
ful prospects. Considerable additions have been 
made tosome of the churches, in Pawlet Associa- 
tion, mostly fruits of the general revival, in that 
section, noticed in our last Report. ‘The church- 
es, which have received the principal accessions 
of members are Tinmouth, Rupert, Peru, and 
Manchester—The two last mentioned towns 
have witnessed the displays of divine grace in the 
conviction and conversion of sinners since the 
commencement of the present year 

Within the limits of Orange .4ssocigtion, the 
churches are harmonious, sectarian infiuence 
18 declining, and the cause of truth is advan- 
cing, 

In Rutland Association. pleasing fruits of the 
former revivals are visible; a Bible Suciety has 
lee been formed; and many are bringing 
their o erings to promote the various charitable 
objects, which are presented to the Christian 


public, 
A rising attention to religion is noticed in Roy- 
alton Association, which affords great encourage- 
lent te ministerial and Christian fidelity, in la- 
rity. fe the good of souls, especially, among 
uth. 
tom Addison Association, we learn, that no 
Special revivals exist. ‘The churches are, however, 
senerally increasing in numbers, aod pastors have 
ten ordained over the churches in Weybridge, 
ergennes, and Charlotte,~with hopeful prospects 
f much good to Zion.

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sive bounds of the Coos Association, the General 
Convention find much to deplore, and much to 
Qniy three active set- 
tled ministers are found in twenty-five church- 
es. In passing up Connecticut river to Canadaline, 
a distance of more than 40 miles, darkness covers 
the Jaud, and gross darkness the people. Herea 
missionary scarcely has been seen, and churches 
are desoiate, raising the Macedonian cry to 
their more favoured brethren. Yet within this 
Association, God has made the most signal dis- 
plays of his glorious grace, and caused this wilder- 
hess to bud and blossom, asthe ruse. Revivals 
have existed, and churches have been formed in 
the towns of Barton, Clover, Irasburgh, Troy, 
Westfield, Lyndon, and Wilcott, in which the to- 
tai number of members is 173. Here, and in vari- 
ous other towns, the labours of missivnaries from 
the Societies in this State, New-Hampshire and 
Connecticut, have been si,nally owned and bless- 
ed. ‘The few professed followers of Christ, who 
have been urged by the increasing expenses of a 
rising family, or driven by adverse providences, 
or induced vy other causes, to remove from the 
land of their fathers into these new settlements, 
have loag been sighing and mourning for those re- 
ligious privileges, which they had left, and their 
cries have entered the ears of the Lord of Saboath. 
Yet these churches, and numerous others are des- 
titute of stated pastors, and are only occasionally 
favoured with the dispensation of the word 
of life. Their importunate applications to 
the few heralds of the cross, (who occasionally 
visit them,) to preach unto them the unsearchaja, 
riches of Christ, are truly affecting ; and the more 
so, because they far eaceed the means of supply. 
To the charch in Walden, 24 have been added, to 
Hardwick 29, and to Greensborough 52. In the 
latter place, the revival commenced ina Sabbath 
School, and out of the mouths of babes and suck- 
lings God has perfected praise. The cup of the 
church in Danville has been mingled with joy and 
sorrow. As the fruits of the revival mentioned 
in the report of last year, 51 have been added to 
the professed foliowers of the Lamv.—'Their min- 
ister has been dismissed and silenced. This event 
seemed, for a time, to distract the church, but 
through the good hand of their God upon them, 
who brings good out of evil, they are recovering 
from the shock ; and harmony and brotherly love 
are ina good measure restored. The cloud, which 
was rising over Peacham according to the report 
of last year, has afforded an abundant and refresh- 
ing shower, and the church has been strengthened 
by the addition of 200 members. Here the hearts 
of fathers have been turned to their children, and 
the hearts of children to their fathers. 

In taking a general view of the state of religion 
within their bounds, the General Convention find 
abundant cause to praise the great Head of the 
church, especially, for the success which he hath 
granted to missiouary labours ; and although God 
hath not blessed us with many signal revivals, yet 
hath he giaddened our hearts, by exhibiting other 
footsteps of his grace. The Convention have, too, 
thankfully veheid the kind charities of pious fe- 
males, making their ministers members for life of 
yarivus benevolent Societies, and an increasing 
disposition 10 ail to cast something into the Lord’s 
treasury. Sabbath Schools are springing up in 
ail parts of our State, as the first fruits of the mil. 
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lennium, waving before the Lord. The monthly 
concert of prayer is attended in most of our 
churches. We hail with vo common sensations 
the rise of the Vermont Juvenile Missionary Sy- 
ciefy,asa light to cheer & enlighten ourdark places. 

Twe Convention has heard with pleasurteof the 
rising glory of the churchin other parts of our 
country. From the General dssembly of the Pres. 
byterian Church we learn, “that, without bain» 
charged with enthusiasm, they can say, that the 
interests of the Redeemer’s kingdom have advanc- 
ed, throughout their bounds,” during the last yeuis 
“The number of their revivals has not bees 
so great as in former years,” yet revivals to a con- 
siderable extent have prevailed. A spirit of har- 
mony and brotherly love generally reigns throu 2h- 
out their churches, And although they complaia 
of sinfal practices among them, suchas “ jutem- 
perance, profanation of the Lord’s day,” aad « faii- 
ure in duty on the part of prefessing chrigtians,” 
yet public morals are “ decidedly better” throyzh- 
out their bounds than formerly. Inno former 
years have the Reports of Missionaries labouring 
under their direction been so gratifying to the 
friends of the Redeemer, as in the preseat—The 
labours of their Missionaries under God, have not 
only gladdened the hearts of these, who in the wil- 
derness mourned their silent Sabbaths, but have 
been succeeded with revivals of religion of the 
most important and interesting character, New 
churches and presbyteries are rising up amonz 
them continually. Surely Zion is leagtheun her 
cords and strengthening her stakes. 2 

Ln Connecticut, Sabbath Schools and religisus 
and charitable Societies are rising up and advaac- 
ing with encouraging progress. Aad although 
“ pevivalsin their churches have been less nume- 
rous and powerful than in some preceding years,” 
yet God hath refreshed them and that right eaciy. 
We notice with pleasure, the beneficial effects of 
the Domestic Missionary Society; and the pro- 
gressive state of the Foreign Mission School at 
Cornwall. The Asylum established at Hartford, 
forthe education of the Deaf and Dumb, is prose 
pering, and there has the dumb been empiaticaliy 
made to speak. For we have heard with nv com- 
mon emotions, that some of the deaf and dumb, 
hitherto ignorant of the being of God, have now 
learned it, and that there is a Saviour tov, and 
through the eternal Spirit, have been seated at 
the fet of Jesus, clothed and in their rizh¢ 
mind. ~ 7 
fin Massachusetis, several towns have been 
blessed with revivals, and religious and benevo- 
lent Societies are rising like clouds to water the 
earth.—Bible, ‘Tract, Rasestion. Domestic and 
Foreign Missionary Societies, are all vying with 
each other in the glorious work, ‘The concert of 
prayer is attended with increasing delight. Sab- 
bath Schools and meetings fur catechetical instruc. 
sion are multiplying, in every part of the state, 


fin New-Hampshire, the waste places of Zion 
are numerous, aud the love of many waxes 6old.— 
Yet, “ some places” of that state has the great 
Head of the church watered, with copious etfa- 
sions of the Spirit. In some of their revivals, 
“ God has appeared remarkably to own and biess 
meetings for sociai prayer, and also the catecheti- 
cal instruction of children and youth, and the 
stated seasons of prayer for baptized children.” 
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kn the-co: clusion, the General Convention unite 
mm ascribing glory to the great Head of the church, 
for what their eyes have seen and their ears bave 
bear d. They have-beheld Zion’s sons and her 
@aughters, from the eldest to the youngest, arising 
eid shaking themselves from ihe dust and slum- 
hers of ages,and marshalling under the banners of 
hing Jesus, to conquer the world. When the con- 
venuon lay their hands on the prophetic page; 
“ atise, shine, for thy light is come,” their hearts 
sivell, with the full assurance of hope, while they 
book to the end. And may this glorious army 
warch forward, till they shail have conquered the 


world, and triumphantly entered the city of God.

But while we express our grateful sensations 
on eccount of the pleasant things which have taken 
piace, we cannot but lament that all have not been: 
«this description. Christians, however, in this 
world, must expect to meet with many unpleasant 
circumstances ; and they ought to be prepared to 
meet them without dismay. Among the things to 
be lamented, is the present general indifference to 


spiritual religion among individuals, and collece - 


tive bodies. ‘The slightest observation must con- 
vince us, that such an indifference now exists. 
May God remove it. Another cause of regret is, 
that there is in some instances, a disposition to 
relax tp regard to the faith and practice of the gos- 
rel. It seems to be the prevailing spirit of the 
ace in which we live, to soften down the otherwise: 
vupleasant doctrine and precepts of the word of 
God, and accommodate them to our depraved feel- 
ings. But a lever of divine truth, as it is exhibit 

edin the Scriptures, can never be pleased with 
the prevalence of such a spirit. It has long since 
threatened to sweep away every thing valuable to 
the real friend of Godand man. It has not yet, 
however, succeeded, and we rest assured that it 
never will succeed. Yet it must occur to every 
friend of divine truth, that the present isa period 
when all are to stand the firm advocates for the 
essential articles of our holy religion. The ex- 
hortation of the Apostle is now particularly ap- 
Propriate—“ Earnestly contend for the faith 
which was once delivered to the saints.” May the 
Lord evable us all to comply with this exhortation, 
by guarding with the utmost care, the citadel of

Quce our enemies attacked us by open,

to atone for sin, and that such a sacrifice has been 

offered. Can the Christian ever relinquish this 

important point of his faith? He nevercan. But 

who could make such atonement ? Could a mere 

man? Could a super-angelic being ? Or, accor- 
ding to the absurd and blasphemous scheme of 
some moderns, Could a God of inferior grada ? 
To these questions, a consistent Christian must 
putadecided negative. God so loved the world, 
that he gave his only begotten Son to die, that 
through him propitiation might be made for sin. 
Will such a Christian then, abandon bis belief in: 
the proper Deity and humanity of our Lord Jesus 
Christ ? He never can. In connexion with these: 
puints, the Christian, and especially the Christian: 
minister, will state and contend for that point of 
his faith, which teaches the eternal purpose of God 
to save a part of the human race, and the conse- 
quent exertion of divine agency,.in preparing sin- 
ners for the possession of eternal life.. 

And while we earnestly contend for the faith of 
the gospel, we should not he neglectful ofthe visi- 
ble order of the church of Christ. If Jesus Christ 
has left rules for the organization of his cliurch,it 
is important that we be governed by them. Inso 
doing, we shall guard against the innovations.of: 
thisand every other age. 

The churches in our connection are generally 


established in the faith and order of the gospel.. 


We have, however,. to lament, that there a:e indi- 
vidual instances of apostacy.. We desire your 
rayers for us, that God would keep us from fall- 
ing, and revive among us the spirit ofpure religion. 
¥our correspondence is highly gratifying, and we 
cordially wish its continuance. Our present ses- 
sion has been agreeable, although we have to re- 
gret that the Lord has not made such additions to: 
our churches, as at some former times.

Importance of establishing @ Printing. Press, 

On this subject, Mr. Jowett writes— 

Printing presses are what we want.. Whenever 
the Mission here ceases to be entirely a traveller 
(which it is under the necessity of being fora 
twelve month longer, at least,) and as soonas I 
settle down in Malta, I hope yon will furnish us 
with founts of Roman, Greek,.and: Arabic types. 
Witit. them we may excite and enlighten three 
Continents ; without them, we might almost as 
well be livingin one of the fixed stars.. 

Had we a pripting-press, I have no doubt put 
that in six months from the present date, we 
could furnish the surrounding ports of the Medi- 
terraneanand Black Seas with regular intelligence 
every month, or every quarter,as might seem best, 
in English, French, Italian, and grodern Greek. 
These languages would, at present, suffice fora 
line of coast equal in extent to half the circum- 
ference of the globe. Turkish and Modern Ara- 
bic might follow, in a year or two ;. together with 
Hebrew also: and thas the correspondence which 
we are opening with Calcutta and Odessa would 
be fully supplied. 

But why do [ say in six months? This very. 
day we could begin in the four languages men- 
tioned above. I havealready a Compendium of 
the Apendix to the last Report of the Bible Socie 
ty translated into Italian. in a week or two, it 
will be rendered into French. Mir. Williamson, 
Chaplain at Smyrna, is anxious to see the same 
thing in Medern Greek. I have the Journal of 
Abdvol Messeeh, with other things, ready in Ita- 
lian. But what is tobe done? The press at Na-

same year, they called to be their minister the 
Rev. Mr. Hillhouse, then a licentiate of the Pres- 
bytery of South Carolina. From some dissentions 
that had arisen prior to this time in the church, 
the power of religion appeared to be nearly ex- 
tinct, and it might with a degree of accuracy be 


to depart from iniquity. However there were yst 
afew names in Sardis who had not dc filed their 
garments. From this period things began to as- 
sume a more favourable aspect, the ordinances of 
God’s house were strictly.attended to, and now 
and then, a repenting, returning sinner was found, 
No very visible out-pouring of the Spirit was ob- 
served until about the beginning of April, 1818, 
when an unusual solemnity was perceived to pre- 
vail in the’ assembly which generally attercad. 
Many hearts were filled with grief on the recol- 
lection of their past ingratitude, and constrained 
anxiously to inquire how they might obtain favour 
of him wiom they had offended. Many sought to 
obtain a seat at the table of the Lord, to comme- 
morate the death and dying love of him whom, by 
their sins, they had pierced, having now obtained 
a comfortable hope of their interest in the merits 
of the great Redeemer. 

Accordingly, in the last of May, twenty-five 
publicly professed their attachment to Christ and 
his cause. Humbled under a sense of their owa 
sinfulness, and utter inability to save themselves, 
they were led to rejuice in hopes of having obtain- 
ed pardon through the mediation of Cirist the Sa- 
viour. 

From that time the Spirit of the- Lord was visi- 
bly at work in the hearts of many in our public 
meetings, until in August, when another comunu- 
nion ensued, and twenty-eight more separated 
themselves from the world to follow after the 
Lord. ‘Thus making an aggregate of fifty-three, 
in fuur months, who have made a public, and in 
must instances, a hopeful profession. “ Oh that 
men would praise the Lord for his goodness, and 
for his wonderful works to the children of men!” 
Turning from this place and taking a view of the 
adjacent churches, we find much reason of re- 
joicing, in seeing the Redeemer’s kingdom flour. 
ishiag. In the Bullock’s Creek congregation, 
which has hitherto been very highly favoured of the 
Lord, many have (perhaps to the number of ses 
venty-eight at one communion) turned from the 
error of their ways—from the service of sin aad 
satan, unto the Lord. Nor has this work been 
confined to one particular sect only. Near! y all 
denominations have been made the participaters 
of the rich treasures of free and unmerited grace. 
May the goodness of God be continued toward us. 
May many sons and daughters be brouglt into the 
church militant, and prepared, vy the sanctifying 
influences of the Holy Spirit, when they shall fin- 
ish this mortal race, to join the church triumphant, 
to sing the song of Moses and the Lamb through- 
out eternity. —

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MAGNIFICENT CATARACTS. 


From the Ithaca Gazette. 

The numerovs and nfagnificent cataracts in 
ove country, have been the theme of wonder and 
delight, and are considered as a peculiar feature in 
the physiognomy of the western part of this state. 
Wiavara has long been viewed as the greatest 
natural wonder of the world ; and for sublimity 
and grandear, is doubtless unrivalled. The falls 
of the Genessee, the Cohoes, the current on the 
Black River, have all been noticed by the travel- 
ler and the journalist. But the falls near this vil 
lage, which, nest to Niagara, do not yield in 
point of sublimity, beauty and extent, to any in 
the state, are scarcely known out of their vicinity. 
Fall Creek on which these falts are situated, a. 
rises inthe northeast corner of this county, and 
after a course of twenty miles, empties into the 
head of Cayuga Lake, affording, in its passage, 
innumerable sites for mills and machinery, and 
possessing a uniformly rapid current. When it 
arrives within three miles of the7Cayuga Lake, 
thechain of falls commences, and continues, with 
little interruption, aboat one mile and and a half, 
when the water is precipitated over the last and 
grandest fall, to a level with the lake. The 
whole descent of water in this distance, has been 
estimated at three hundred aed fifty feet. The 
view of the precipice from the bridge at the foot of 
the falls, isthe most grand and picturesque I ever 
beheld. ‘Fhe water falling nearly perpendicular, 
from the height of about ninety feet—the steep 
aud craggy banks towering to an almost equal 
height abuve, and crowned with scattering ever- 
greens, give a wild and romantic effect to the 
scenery, unequalled by any thing that can be im- 
egined, After clambering up the rocky banks, 
enother fall presents itself to view, of about half 
the height ; and 10 or 15 rods above this, the 
Htream pitches about 40 feet, presenting the form 
ofa half circle, in its descent over the broken and 
cragged rocks, tumbling and foaming wiih incoa- 
ceivable velocity, 

These falls offer to the curious traveller and 
ine Haturelist, an object worthy of attention: and

Puzazala, by some authors, written ‘ Puzulana,’ 
the vaiuable cement used by the Romans in their 
baths, aqueducts, and other public works is at 
lenzth discovered in America. ‘This cement, so 
valuable for its induration, particularly for its te- 
nacity under water, which increases the longer it 
remains iramersed in water, bas been ¢iscovered 
by anative of Virgisia, whose attention has for 
sone time, been turned to the subject of cement. 
Mr. Divid Meade Randolph, of Virginia, after 
various experiments on different qualities of lime, 
has found a shell rock, whieh produces lime, af- 
ter being redaced by fire, which affords this valu 
asle material for durable cement. ‘This shell 
rock, of a particular composition, is found in eon- 
siderable quantities in the banks of the York 
River, lying immediately on navigation, and easy 
of acquirement, & in the vicinity of York ‘Town. 


From actual experiment, the cement from th 
linte is found more pure and adhesive, than te 
ment made of the limestone of the upper couatry 
or fromthe common shall of the oyster. ‘Ther 
is now in the patent office of Washington, a spe. 
cimen ofthis cement, and various experimen 
have been madeof this lime for external uses. 
which, from its adhesion, resistance of moisture 
and frost, must make it valuable as an externa! 
coating for houses, or used internally as‘ Sttscco 
Its invaluable quality of resisting moisture, an. 
hardening under water, should surely recom. 
mend itto the government* in their military de 
fences on the sea board ; and will be the meap_ 
ofsaving to the community immense sums ¢ 
money, which may be otherwise drawn from th 
public treasury. ould it not be pradent, anc 
economical in the government to purchase lanc’ 
in which thisrock is found? ‘The proprietors c 
land in which this rock is found, may be dispose: : 
to sell, at acomparatively small value : and th 
command of it by the government will ensure « 
realand constant supply of a cement, long in 
quest of, and extensively useful and valuable to 
the country, when applied im the masonry reces- 
sary for our forts, and fortifications, and other 
public works.

John Stackhouse the Esquimaux Indian. 

Such is the baptismal eppellation given of this 
Indian, on his conversion to the Christian Faith.

In his person heis well made, his com- 
plexion a copper color, and he is about five feet 
six inches in height ; he is stoatand very active.

It is fifteen feet 
long, and entirely formed from the skin of the 
sea calf; itis sea proof. Each end is pointed, 
like these boats that ply on the ‘Thames, and 
which are called fannies ; but the upper part is 
open like the deck ofa litle sloop. In the midst 
is an opening in which he seats himself which 
comes up to his loins ; then by meansofa belt 
made of the intestines of the whale, he fastens 
round his body the skins thatare placed around 
this opening ; andthe upper my of his body 
is so well wrapped infurs, that bis hands and feet 
are only exposed to the water. | 

In this position, with one single paddle, he ma- 
neeuvres his canoe either in advance or retreat, 
with the most surprising swiftness, and far supe- 
rior to that of any four oared cutter ; but what is 
the most astonishing of all his manaevures, he can 
give to his vessel all the properties of = SOR 
machine, and shelter himself like an aquatic fowl 
inthe most stormy weather ; he lays it entirely 
on one side, and is totally pluoged ander the 
water, while his canoe, still following the same 
direction, hag its keel tarned upwards: he then 
goes on the other side, places himself as before : 
what renders this movement the more extraordi- 
nary is, that during all this time he never lets go 
his paddle. He has shown these manoceuvres 
on the river to the astonishment of a crowd uf 
spectators.” When he throws his dart he never 
misses his aim, and he throws his lance to acon- 
siderable distance. _

A master butcher, of Ipswich, named Beard, 
for a wager often pounds underteok to ride his 
hackney mare, fourteen hands high, from Ipswich 
to London, and back again, a distance of one 
hundred and thirty-three miles, in 19 hours ! 
The barbarous owner, who weighed ten stone, 
started from Ipswich at six o’clock in the even- 
ing ; he reached London at twe in the morning, 
rested about two hours, and arrived in sight of 
Epswich, and within haifa mile of his own house, 
twenty-five minutes within the time allowed, 
when the poor animal fell exhausted and soon 
expired: the following lines were printed and 
stuck up in various parts of the town of Ipswich 
the same evening :—

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SINGULARITIES IN NATURE. 


From the Petersburgh Intelligencer. 


1. The shark fish which swallows without 
distinction every thing that drops from a ship into 
the sea, abhors the flesh of fowl. When adead 
fowl is thrown from a ship into the sea, the noise 
brings the shark to the spot, bat en discovering it 
to be a fowl, he immediately retires without 
touching it, from which circumstance the sailors 
say, ‘‘ttre shark flies from the feather.” 

2. In the royal cabinet at Paris there are ar- 
rows whose points are impregnated with the 
Juice of a plant so venemous, that though exposed 
to the air for many years, they can with the 
slightest puncture destroy the most robust of ani- 
mals ina few minutes, The blood of the crea- 
ture, be the wound ever so trifling, instantly 
cengeals.— But if the patient at the same instant 
is made to swallow a small quantity of sugar, the 
circulation is immediately restored. Both the 
poison and the antidote were discovered by the 
savages who inhabit the banks of the Ama- 
zon. 

3. Although salt isemployed to preserve ani- 
mai food from putrefactiun, yet a bottle or cask of 
sea waler becomes putrid much sooner than a bot- 
tle or cask of fresh water ; and sea water, al. 
though salt to the taste, takes vut salt, or deprives 
bodies of saltish taste, much better than fresh wa.- 
ter. Whis fact is well known to all sailors, who 
always employ sea water.in preference to fresh 
water, for the purpose of freshning their salt pro 
visions. 

4. The firiog or burning of forests in the 
neighbonrhod of thesea, or on large rivers, is 
said invariably to produce the effect of driving a 
way the fish. Denis, in his natural history of 
North America, tells us that the cod whieh in 
shoals used to frequent the coast of the island of 
Miscon, dissappeared in 1669, because, in the 
year proceeding, the forest bad been destroyed 
by a conflagration. He remarks that the same 
cause had produced the same effect in different 


places. 


“THE COMET OF 1811. 

Our readers may recollect that the public were 
much amused at the period of the apearance of 
thiscomet, by the various attempts which were 
made to calculate the length of its tail. A Ger- 
man astronomer of the name of Schroeter, has 
lately published a memoir upon this subject. Ti 
results from his calculations, that the tail of that 
comet was 13,185,200 geographical miles, being 
a little more than half the distance of the earth 
from the sun. Professor Schroeter explains this 
extraordinary extent, by supposing there exists a- 
round the sua toa great distance from it, a matter 
susceptible of becoming luminous by the com- 
bined influences of the sun and the comet, and 
which is not uniformly disirisuted in those vast 
regions. ‘The author seeas also inclined to a- 
dopt the idea, from the appearance of the comets 
ef 1807 11, that, independent of an attracting 
force possessed by cotnets considered as matter,

force, greatly analogous to our electric force, and

Important Discovery in Magnetism. 


A very important discovery in regard to Mag. 
netism has lately been made at Rome by a pro- 
fessor Morrichini, who has ascertained that uee- 
dies may be magnetised by beiog exposed to the 
violet rays of the prism thrown upon them by 
Means of a condensing lens, equally well as by 
an artificial magnet or anataral loadstone. The 
marquis Ridelsi has repeated the same expefi- 
ment with success—having powerfully magoe- 
tised two needles, the one in thirty, and the other 
in forty six minutes, One remarkable circum 
stance attends this mode of magnetising needles; 
which is, that ifone extremity of the needle be 
rouod or blunt, while the other end is sharp, when 
made to vibrate 09 a pivot the point turns consiatl 
ly towards the north, and the blunt end towards 
the south. This fact also in a manner explains 
a circumstance which has been frequently obser'- 
ed by surveyors ; that if a compass be long ¢t- 
posed to the solar rays ina hot day, the oe edle 
will not traverse well.
